The Board of Trade decided Tues­ 
day to prepare a dinner for the mem­ 
bers of the Wise County B oys’ Corn 
Clubs here tomorrow. 
The good of 
this movement is recognized, and it 
will be the aim .ok the Decatur busi­ 
ness men to co-operate for the double 
purpose of helping the clubs to suc­ 
cess and of advertising Decatur as a 
friend of the best farming interests of 
the country. 
Plans for Trades Day 
for Decatur are "being worked out and 
the date for tile event will soon be an­ 
nounced. 
It is hoped to make the in­ 
itial occasion a big one, and plen­ 
ty of time must be allowed for the ef­ 
fort. 
The live stock growers are going to 
have another exhibition of tine stock 
at the reunion. 
Secretary Green is 
working out the plans, and when his 
proposition is presented to the people 
it should 
be 
liberally 
supported. 
These exhibitions have already aided 
and added wealth to the community 
and the bigger and the more represen­ 
tative they are made the more influen­ 
tial they will become in adding still 
more wealth to the community. 
The 
local promotion organization 
helped 
in the creation of a Farmers’ Institute 
something long needed here. 
This 
will be a co-operative effort to help 
farming to a more prosperous and 
profitable plane, 
energetic men are 
at the head and good results are ex­ 
pected to follow. 
By the organization of the Board of 
Trade the business men of Decatur 
signified their desire and willingness 
to build up the business and industri­ 
al interests of the town and communi­ 
ty and to accumulate better financial 
prosperity for all. 
The Farmers* In­ 
stitute will endeavor to achieve like 
results for 
farming, and now the 
thing needed is a Civic Improvement 
Society for Decatur. 
The patriotic 
women of the town are going to be 
asked to help in this endeavar; to 
form a movement that will result in 
redeeming Decatur from dirt and rub­ 
bish and make it a place of beauty to 
live in as well as to become an adver­ 
tisement for the incoming of new fam­ 
ilies for residence here. 
We must 
make conditions right at home before 
we can invite the right kind of people 
to come to Decatur to live. 
Our local 
people are also going to be asked to 
patronize local industries: it may not 
be possible at once to start new cur­ 
rents of revenue in this direction but 
the moment tile people so decide the 
thing of sending money out of Deca­ 
tur for goods can be stopped immedi­ 
ately. 
This is a tax on our local in­ 
stitutions which is in 
largest part 
needless and useless and which is sap­ 
ping us all of prosperity. 
It is not 
believed that loyal people will contin­ 
ue in this folly when the great evil of 
the matter is properly presented. 
It is going to be taught also that 
the merchants of Decatur furnish in­ 
numerable advantages to patrons of 
the country that outside and unknown 
people cannot duplicate. 
The mer­ 
chants of this town are here to st* 11 
and buy goods and to put the stamp 


01 their endorsement and 
business 
integrity on all they sell; they expect 
to meet all competitive prices and pro­ 
vide superior goods in every line. 
They are striving for a harmonious 
relation with tin* country patron, are 
interested 
i n his success and will 
help to promote it. and hope to merit 
the same kind of treatment from the 
patron. 
With the Board of Trade, the Farm­ 
er-)' Institute, and the prophetic la­ 
dies’ civic club, all working together 
every interest of this town and com­ 
munity would and will receive just 
and long neglected attention, and so­ 
cial and business life here will start 
off at a more lively pace. 
Decatur needs a creamery and an 
assembly hall for public meetings and 
entertainments of all kinds, and 
it 
may be said at present that something 
tangible is being worked out along 
these lines. 
It is possible to have 
these two institutions before the end 
of Hie year. 
Some splendid samples of 
Wise 
county products for exhibition at the 
DallasFair have already been secured. 
The farmers of the county are invited 
to save for this exhibit any fine sam­ 
ples of any kind 
which they will 
grow on their places this season and 
to let the Board of Trade know about 
them.

farmers made the m istake of laying 
corn by a b o u t J u ly 4. 
A b o u t this 
late ra in s usually fall and pack the 
dirt o ver the roots of the corn, cut­ 
ting off the tran sm issio n of a ir to the 
roots an d cutting the c ro p s h o rt by 
several bushels to the acre, which is 
a condition that occurs without v a r i­ 
ation in every instance where 
the 
farmer fails to cultivate his c r o p fol­ 
lowing heavy ra in s late in the season. 
Mr. Neil touched upon the grow ing 
of potatoes and all truck products, 
as well as the g row ing of fruit, and 
was ap p reciated here.

Hanging Shelf to Keep Ants 


From Food. 


At fids season of the year mans 
Housewives have much trouble ss iii; 
the ants, and it is hardly possible to 
I iud a place for tile various foods, ole., 
where these small pests will not finn 
and reach them. 
Th© very simple dc 
vice shown in the above illustration 
will fool them every time. 
Shelves 
are hung in the cellar or where w ant­ 
ed with wire or small rope, and small 
blocks 
of 
wood 
have 
holes 
bored 
through them and then slipped ove; 
the wire, as shown. These are covered 
with sirup or any sticky substance 
that will not run and drop in the food. 
and the ant never gets any farther 
than the sirup. 
Axle grease answers 
very well if the odor is not too strong. 
Be sure the block is well smeared and 
that tho hole is not so large that the 
ants may get through. 


C are of Se w in g Machine. 
About once a mouth oil the machine 
thoroughly with kerosene oil, treadle 
wheels and every joint; remove the 
sewing cotton and run the machine 
quickly for two or three minutes, then 
wipe off itll oil and dust; next oil just 
as thoroughly with the best machine 
oil and again wipe well lo retpove es 
cess of oil. 
It is a good pl:m|to plant 
a piece of absorbent cotton around lie 
needle bar so that oil 
will ma rn; 
down the needle to the sewing. 
I Slickly folded newspaper placed mule' 
the treadles will prevent oil drippin 
on the door. 
A few drops of oil shoo 
he us>d each day.
